ANNEXURE I 

NEWSPRINT ALLOCATION POLICY—1980-81 
1. Enthlemieiit 

1.1 The basic entitlement of an individual ncsvspapen/ 
periodical for newsprint in 1980-81 will be determined on the 
basis of actual consumption of newsprint and white printing 
paper or both by newspapcrs/pcriodicals in Ihe calendar year 
1979 (taking into account its average circulation, average 
number of pages, the average page area actually published, 
tb© number of publishing days etc.). 
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1.2 Newspaperfi and peiiodically may be allowed On appli¬ 
cation an initial incicasc over the basic entltlemcni as 
follows :—‘ 

(i) Newspapers and periodicals A percentage increase 

with circulation above equivalent to the 

50,000 copies per publishing percentage increase 
day. in circulation in 1979 

over that in 1978 

subject to a maximum 
of 5°;, ovci the bisic 
entitlement, 

(ii) Newspapcrs/periodicals 10“„ over the basic 

with circulation above entitlement. 

15,000 but upto 50,000 
copies. 

(iii) Newspoper/periodicals 15% over the basic 

with circulation upto entitlement. 

15,000 copies 

Note : The circulation category of the ncwspapcr/periodicnl 
as mentioned in para 1.2 above will bo based on the 
average circulation per publijliius day in 1979. 

1.3 No application for initial entitlement of those who were 
already allocated newsprint in 1979 80 will be entcitained 
after July 31, 1980, 

1.4 Upward revision may be allowed on application by a 
newspaper/periodical on the basis of actual increase in cir¬ 
culation in the first six months of 1980 a.s compared to that 
of 1979. Such application witl> however, be entertained only 
if received before September 30, 1980. Additional allotment 
will be subject to availability of newsprint. 

1.5 The entitlements worked out in accordance with paras 
1.1, 1.2 and 1.4 above may be revjscd/vaj ied in the light of 
such factors as the likely availability of newsprint, the need 
to maintain appropriate quantities in bufFer slock, the general 
state of anticipated supplies. Cuts of a general nature may 
also be applied in the light ol anticipation of short falls in 
supplies /production / stocks. 

1.6 The Registrar of Newspapers may call upon any news- 
paper/periodical to render account of the consumption for 
any period of not leas than three monlKs or more during the 
licensing year and ho may reduce the entitlement of that news- 
papcr/periodical accordingly, if the same is in excess of what 
would be admissible in the light of paras 1,1, 1,2 and 1.4 

HbDVC, 

1.7. tn working out the initial entitlement In terms of para 

1.1 and 1.2 above In making revision in terms of paras 1.4, 
1.5 and 1,6 above, abnormal short-term drops in circulation 
arising from special circumstances including strikes/lockouts 
or other reasons as also abnormal short-term Increases in cir¬ 
culation attendant upon closure or disruption of work of com¬ 
peting newspaners at the same place of publication or any 
other extraordinary circumstances ma/ be ignored by the Re¬ 
gistrar of Newspapers as may be considered appropriate by 
him in each ca.se, reliance being placed upon normal average 
circulation etc. 

2.1 New dulIJeN, weeklies, tri-weeklies, M-weekUes, fortniglitlles 

and montlilic^ 

A new newspaper/periodical will be allowed an initial 
quota which will be determined by the Registrar of News¬ 
papers for India upon his satisfaction with regard to the pio- 
jection of circulation by the applicant but not exceeding the 
requirement calculated on the basis of average circulation upto 
a maximum of 10,000 copies of 8 standard pages in the ca5c 
of dailies and 16 standard pages in the case of weeklies, tri¬ 
weeklies, bi-weeklies, forlnightlics and monthlies, per publish¬ 
ing day for the fust four months, The application for the ini¬ 
tial quota along with the completed proforma at Annexiiie III 
will be accompanied with a bond executed bv the npnllcant 
and duly guaranteed by any scheduled bank for 10 per cent 
of the value of the newsprint applied for. This bond will be 
cancelled on the production of documentary evidence to the 
satisfaction of the Registrar of Newspapers for India to show 
that the newsprint has been utilised for the publication of 
the newspaper/periodical. After three months of regular pub¬ 


lication, the new newspaper/p^iiodiral will be required to pm- 
duce evidence ^ to the satisfaction oi the RNl of the 
average circulation achieved and the average page orea, 
number of pages printed and number of days of publicatiofl 
during the first three months and its future entitlement will 
be refixed for a further appropriate period on the basis of 
the first three months* performance. 

2 2 New periodicals other than Iri-weeklies, bbweeklics, week¬ 
lies, forlnlglillles & monthlies 

No quota will be allowed to such pcriodjcals for the first 
three months. After threc^ months of regular publication, the 
publisher of such a periodical may submit his application duly 
certified by a Chartered Accountant (whenever the circulation 
is more than 20(X) copies) showing the aveiagc circulation 
achieved, average page area ajid number of pages printed 
during the first three months. Quota may be allotted to new 
periodicals in this category for a fui ther period for the average 
circulation actually achieved, average number of pages and 
page area actually printed and the number of publishing days 
during the fiist three months. 

2,3 Existing newspapers/pcriodic.ils which did not obtain 
newsprint in the year 1979-80 will be treated as new news- 
papcrs/pcriodlcala, and their initial quota will be calculated on 
the ba^sis given in paras 2.1 and 2.2 above as the case may 
be, from the months of receipt of their application and further 
entitlements may be worked out subsequently in terms of 
paras 2,1 and 2.2 above, as the case may be. Such application 
is to be submitted along with Annexure IV, 

3. The following categories of periodicals will npt be en¬ 
titled for the allocation of newsprint, though they are classi¬ 
fied as newspapers, notwithstanding, sava in special cases : 

(a) Journals published piimarily to promote sale of goodt 

or services ; 

(b) House joiirnals/magazines brought out by undertak- 

ings/firma/industrial concerns, 

(c) Price lists, catalogues and lottery news, time tables, 

almanacs etc. 

fd) Publications Intended for free distribution: 

(e) Fiction; 

(f) Racing guides; 

(g) School/Collegc Magazines; 

(h> Teaching journals/teaching guides; 

(i) Government journals not in receipt of quota on 

regular basis in 1979-80; 

(j) Periodicals with a periodicity more than quarterly such 

as bi-annuals, annuals etc. 

(k) Newspapcrs/periodicals with regularity loss than 

50 per cent in a year. 

4.1 In the case of new'spapers/periodicals, the circulation 
of which has been assessed by the RNT to be lower than the 
claimed circulation for the calendar year 1978 or 1979, the 
entitlement for 1980-81 of such periodicals/newspapcrs will 
be calculated on the basis of as.scssed circulation. These news^ 
papers/periodicals will not be eligible for benefit under para 
1.4 above until their circulation is reassessed. 

4.2 No entitlement will be admissible to a newspaper/ 
periodical which is unable, at any time, when called upon 
to do so, to establish any circulation at all Anyt newsprint 
released will also have to be returned. 

5.1 The entitlement of newspapers/periodicals for standard 
newsprint as also indigenous newsprint will be worked out 
on the basis of 53 grammes substance plus or minus 5 per 
cent. 

5.2 The entitlement of indigenous newsprint will be in¬ 
creased by 15 per cent. 

5.3 Newsprint is allotted to each individual newspaper^perlo- 
dical and individual newspaper/periodical is the receipient of 
the newsprint. Newspapers^/periodicals will not be permitted 
to adjust between them the quota allotted to each of them 
even w’hcn the publications are under the same owner^^hip 
and/or bear the same tille/namc and even though they may 
have been allowed to club together the entitlement of each 
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unit for admbistrative convenlcaico in lifting of newsprint from 
.STC and/or indigenous fiources. 

5.4 The authorised quota of newsprint allotted under this 
polity to a newspaper/periodical may, however, be used fur 
a new edition of the same ncwspapcr/pcriodical and the news¬ 
print so used shall be accounted for separately. However, 
the newspapers/periodicals will give an intimation cus per 
Annexure V to the RNI at least one month prior to the start 
of the new edition, in respect of Ihe projected circulation, page 
area, average number of pages etc. of the new edition and 
litely diversion of newsprint from the parent edition. The 
entitlement of the parent newspaper may be reassessed ac¬ 
cordingly. However, this entitlement may be revised and a 
fresh entitlement fixed for the new edition, after three months 
of publication on the basis of the actual variation in circu¬ 
lation. 

NOTE : For the above purpose, an ‘edition’ is a newspaper/ 
periodical which, irrespective of the place of publication, 
bears the same name/title, is ip the same language and has 
the same periodicity as the ncwspaper/pcriodical already 
being published by the same ownershlp/monagcment, and is 
a reprint/separatc run of the ncwspaper/pcriodical with 
variations dictated by the time factor and to meet require¬ 
ments of existing local readership and speedier distribution. 

6. Allocation 

6.1 Allotment of all types of newsprint—standard, roto 

and glazed—will be made in reels only. An additional quan¬ 
tity of 10 per cent for conversion of reels into sheets will 
be allowed to newspapers which have to cut reels into sheets 
for printing in sheet-fed machines. This benefit will be avail¬ 
able only to those newspapers which give proof that print¬ 
ing is carried out only in sheets. ? 

6.2 Periodicals which have been in regular publication for 
more than three months, may be allowed to claim their 
full entitlement or a portion of it in glazed or rotogravure 
newsprint subject to availablity. 

6.3 The basis of allocation of indigenous and imported 
newsprint will bo as follows :— 

(i) Ne^papers with an entitlement of upto 400 mts. 

will have the option to lilt any proportion of their 
rcijuiremcnts from indigenous or imported—news- 
print—both from high sea sales as well as buffer, 

(ii) Newspaper having an entitlement of over 400 mts. 
have to lift a minimum of 15 per cent of their en¬ 
titlement ^ from indicenous newsprint. Such news¬ 
papers will also have to lift a minimum of 10 per 
cent upto a maximum of 15 per cent from the 
buffer stock of the S.T.C. compulsorily. 

(iii) If shipment is not effected within 120 days of re¬ 

ceipt of L/C’s by STC, efforts will be made to 
allot proportionate tonnage from incoming buffer 
stock shipments on high sea sales basis which will 
^ later reprenished. This will, however, be sub¬ 
ject to the availability of suitable tonnage on high 
seas, 

6.4 The Registrar of Newspapers may [^Iso vary the pro¬ 
portion of Indigenous and imnortcd newsprint in the light of 
av^ability (stocks from time to time. Newspaper/periodi- 
cais will have to take indigenous new'sprint in sizes that are 
made available. 

6.5 If any newspaper/periodiciil had not utilised any quan¬ 
tity allotted iu 1979-80, fncluding mid-term election quota 
sanctioned in that period, the unutilised quantity will be 
adjusted against its entitlement for 1980-81. Similar adjust¬ 
ment wffl bo made in respect of newspapers/periodicals who 
may be sanctioned newsprint in terms of the provisions made 
under paras 2,1, 2.2 and 2.3 above, 

6.6 Newspapers which may suspend or cease publications 
shaHl return the newsprint not utilised. 

7. Wastage. 

wastage in transit and/or machine room, com¬ 
pensation for imported newsprint will be allowed at 8 per 
^nt to newspapers published frofp port towns where STC 
has godowns; at 9 per cent to newspapers published from 
States where these port towns arc located and, at 10 per 
cent to newspapers published from other States. In cfwc of

indigenous hewsprlot, a uniform 9 per cent compensation 
will be allowed. In the case of periodicals using multi¬ 
coloured printing, wastage compensation will be 2 peir cent 
over the normal wastage edlowed to them for that printing. 

8. MtacrtlHOMms. 

8.1 The work relating to distribution of imported news¬ 
print will be handled entirely by the State Trading Corpo¬ 
ration, The Registrar of Newspapers for India will give 
complete entitlement duly worked out of all the newspaper 
applicants to STC, which in turn will give impojted news¬ 
print cithcQ- from high sea sales or from buffer in such ratio 
as may be prescribed from time to time for distribution 9f 
newsprint subject to the minimum laid down in para 6.3 (ii) 
above. 

8.2 Authorisations for the indigenous portion of the news¬ 
print entitlement 'w^l be issued direct by the Registrar of 
Newspapers for India, to the Mills concerned. 

8.3 Newspapers which do not comply with the provisions 
of the Newsprint Allocation Policy or Newsprint Control 
Order or both will not be allowed newsprint quota until they 
comply wfth the provisions. Newspiint dealers/agents will 
not be alTowed to act as authorised aeents for delivery on 
high sea sales if they do not comnly with the provisions of 
the Newsprint Control Order. 

8.4 Those ncwspapeirs which do not lift their allotments 
from high sea sales or buffer stocks or from indigenous 
sources within a period of two months of the receipt of the 
allocation order, wUl be fiable to lose further authorisation 
either on imported newsprint or on indigenous newsprint. 
However, those with an entitlement of less than 50 mts. may 
be allowed to lift their allotments within six months. 

8.5 Publishers of newspapers/periodicals with circulation 
upto 2000 copies per publishing day will not be required to 
submit Chartered Accountapnt’s Certificate m the Annexure 
II. Others will, however, be required to submit such certi¬ 
ficate. 

8.6 Newspapers/periodicals which are given allotment on 
high sea sales basis, will be allowed to take delivery also 
through the States Small Industries Development Corpora¬ 
tions (or HTiy other such Corporation functioning ?n the 
State) or through their authorised agents. Delivery on high 
sea sales basis will be subject to the minimum quantity 
booked by the foreign supplier. Small newspapers which 
do not fulfil this condition of high sea sales allocations be¬ 
cause their entitlement Is too small to be covered by that 
ar ran cement, can also club their entitlemeiit with other small 
newspapers and get the newsprint from high sea sales thirougb 
cither the State Small Industries Development Corporation 
(or any other such Corporation functioning in the State) or 
through theic authorised agents acting on their behalf. 

8.7 Since Indian Mills are not in a position to despatch 
consi^mment of less than one wagon Toad, allottees of smaller 
quantities will have to make their own arrangements for 
transport of such newsprint allotted to them. 

8.8 The number of copies distributed free, unsold ireturns 
or any other copies printed but neither sold nor distributed 
free, will be taken into consideration for purpose of deter¬ 
mining the entitlement/consumption of newsprint, provided 
that these represent a leasonable percentage of their print 
orde“ and in any case not exceeding the following limits

8.9 Newsprint obtained in 1979-80 under the scheme for 
Export Promotion etc. will also be taken into account for 
determining quantity utilised/held in stock by the news¬ 
papers in 1979-80. For this purpose, information should 
be furnished in Annexirre VI to this Public Notice. 
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9.1 AppUcaats should flU in the proforma at Annexure EE 
to this Pliblic Notice together with proforma in other rele¬ 
vant Annexures which will bo submitted alongwith applica¬ 
tion in Form I as- per Appendix 11 to Hand Book of Import 
and Export Procedures 1980-81 together with a sample copy 
of the newspapers/periodicals. Additional information may 
be required to be submitted in terms of the Policy may be 
appended suitably. The Registrar of Newspapers may ask 
for any additional information as he may consider necessary 
or germaine to enable him to decide upon an application. 

9.2 In cases where an application may not be formally 
complete or docs not comply with any of the requirements 
above, the Registrar of Newspapers for India may waive the 


procedural requirements including relaxation of last dates 
for receipt of applications for good and valid reasons. The, 
Registrar of Newspapers for India may also relax any^ of 
the conditions of this Policy for good and valid reasons in 
respect only of small and language newspapcrs/pcriodicals. 

9.3 New'sprlnt may be authorised by the Registrar of 
Newspapers for India for specialised purposes other than 
the rcqujremente for the production of ncwspapcr/pcriodicair 
whore such purpose may be related to the newspaper indus¬ 
try such as experimental use in printing machinery manu¬ 
facture Or any other cognate or germane purposes in the 
interest of newspaper Industry.
